great deal of discussion on the sub- 
ject

village communities 
but so far little 
advancement has been made 
In all 
rural schools attempts at gradation 
are made but it is almost a physi 
cal 
impossibility 
for 
one or 
two 
teachers to conduct the large 
num- 
ber 


¬ 
of 
ciasses made 
necessary 
by 
dividing the school into eight grades 
Under our present educational 
sys- 
tem 


¬ 
the farmer must move into the 
city to secure the advantages of a 
well graded schools for his children 
The probem 
then 
for our rural 
communities is how to secure the 
best instruction 
how 
to enable the 
farmers 
child 
to receive 
as good 
teaching as the merchants 
And 
when we reflect that forty per cent 
of our school population is in rural 
schools it becomes a problem of su- 
preme

importance 
It is thought that the centralized 
or consolidated 
school will solve the 
problem 
According 
to this 
plan 
the 
weak 
scattered 
schools 
of a 
township are united into one strong 
well conducted central graded school 
The statutes in most States have 
been framed to meet the demands 
of a one roomed 
school district and 
these 
laws had 
to be amended 
be- 
fore

to a centralized 
school could be made 
It has taken 
years of persistent effort on the part 
of our educational leaders to effect

It would 
not strengthen 
the case to multiply 
examples 
It is significant that so 
far as is known
